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Preface  to  the  Report 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Milford  Port  Health  Authority. 

Mr  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1956. 

You  will  forgive  me  if  I remind  you  of  the  chief  duties 
of  all  Sea  and  Air  Port  Health  Authorities.  They  are  as  follows :- 

To  prevent  or  control  the  entry  of  disease  into  the 
Country  - with  particular  reference  to  certain  communicable 
Diseases,  (Smallpox,  Plague,  Typnus  Fever,  Yellow  Fever,  and 
Relapsing  Fever);  to  prevent  the  entry  of  unsound,  impure  or 
contaminated  food. 

Pollution  of  waters  and  entry  of  aliens  are  subsidiary 
matters.  The  economy  of  the  trade  of  the  Port  is  irrevelent.  The 
Health  Authority  is  not  concerned  with  navigation  within  the  Port, 
except  in  so  far  as  Mooring  Stations  for  the  quarantine  of 
Infected  or  Suspected  Ships  are  concerned. 

In  view  of  the  proposed  extensive  development  in  the 
Port  Health  Area,  and  the  tremendous  increase  of  shipping,  the 
following  services  and  facilities  will  probably  nave  to  be 
provided,  sooner  or  later  by  the  Port  Health  Authority:- 

(1)  One  or  more  additional  Port  Health  Inspectors. 

(2)  A full-time  Medical  Officer,  or  a full-time  Deputy 
Medical  Officer. 

(3)  Premises  for  Medical  Inspections,  and  temporary  isolation 
of  persons. 

(U)  Apparatus  for  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  Ships,  persons, 
clothing  etc. 

(5)  Apparatus  for  radio  communication  between  incoming  ships 
and  the  Authority,  and  vice  versa,  (Designated  by  the 
Minister  as  a Radio  Receiving  and  Transmitting  Port). 

(6)  Provision  of  a Health  Authority  Launch, 

(7)  Equipment  & perso/nnel  to  treat  ships  for  the  issue  of 
De-ratting  Certificates.  (Port  would  have  to  be  Designated 
and  approved  by  the  Minister). 

(8)  Provision  of  a new  Mooring  Station. 

The  bulk  of  this  Report  is  a statistical  review  of  the 
routine  work  of  the  Authority  during  the  year,  under  the  controlling 
hand  of  your  Port  Health  Inspector.  As  in  previous  years,  the 
inspection  of  Fish  has  been  the  largest  item.  It  is  hoped  that, 
despite  other  developments,  the  fish  trade  will  continue  to  thrive. 
This  will  only  be  possible  if  modefn  Trawlers  are  provided  with 
satisfactory  accommodation  for  both  crew  and  fish. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Authority  and  the  Officials,  for  their  continued  co-operation 
and  courtesy.

By  an  Order  dated  21/1^875*  Milford  and  Riparian  Districts 
were  temporarily  constitute®  a Port  Sanitary  Authority.,  An  Order 
of  24th  April, 1878„  made  this  permanent,  A Provisional  Order  of 
1897  repealed  the  above  1878  Order,  and  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  was  again  permanently  constituted  by  Order  of  1/9/1898. 


Previous  to  these  Orders  the  Borough  of  Pembroke  was 
temporarily  constituted  a Port  Sa.nitary  Authority  in  1^73»  and 
acted  as  such  until  the  Order  of  1875  temporarily  appointed 
Milford  and  the  Riparian  Districts  as  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority.

The  only  service  available  for  the  Diagnosis  and  ireatmont 
of  Venereal  Disease  is  the  ordinary  General  Practitioner  service, 
and  through  the  General  practitioner,  the  Vvelsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  There  are  no  special  arrangements  for  Diagnosis  and 
Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  at  the  Port  of  Gilford  Hc.ven. 

Posters  are  displayed  in  appropriate  places  in  the  Docks 
warning  seamen  of  tne  dangers  of  Venereal  Disease,  ^nd  to  report 
to  the  gort  Health  Centre 'if  advice  is  required.  There  are  no 
arrangements  for  preventive  ablutions,  etc,  at  tne  Port, 

The  nearest  treatment  Centre  is  tne  Llanelly  General 
Hospital,  (approximately  5C  miles).
